The salaries 
now being paid Orange cou nty of­ 
ficials are on an average, $250 a 
year less than San Bernardino offi­ 
cials are now getting. 
At present Orange cou nty salaries 
are: Clerk, $2400; sheriff, district 
attorney, $2500; 
recorder, 
$2200;

The last legislatu re made several 
raises in salaries for Orange cou n­ 
ty officials, hu t those raises are not 
effective du ring the terms of office j 
for which the officials were elect­ 
ed.

Big Issue In 
Campaign 


Restoration of constitutional 
government is one of the b ig 
issues of the presidential cam­ 
paign, according to Mrs. Steph­ 
en A. Lowell, W oman’s Party 
Chairman of the Second Ore­ 
gon district of Pendleton, Ore. 
In a statement to the National 
Welfare Union, of Washington, 
D. C., Mrs. Lowell says: 
“The fundamental 
issues 
of 
this national campaign are two, 
(1) restoration of constitutional 
government, (2) maintenance of 
the Volstead Act until its effica­ 
cy or inefficiency has b een dem­ 
onstrated through fair trial. 
“The weariness of 
one 
man 
government 
is 
as 
prevalent 
among women as among men, 
and it overshadows all consider­ 
ation of the League of Nations, 
except among impractical Ideal­ 
ists. 
There is 
general 
b elief, 
that the prohib itory statute, not 
the constitutional amendment, 
is in 
danger. 
Therefore 
the 
great majority of women will 
prob ab ly vote for Harding and 
Coolidge. 
“The high cost of living is so 
intimately connected 
with 
the 
b asic economic policy of the gov­ 
ernment that most women, as 
well as most men, are led to the 
b elief that a change of party 
at 
Washington 
means 
b etter 
conditions. 
Surely they cannot 
b e worse. 
Industrial unrest is 
of course an incident 
to 
the 
war. 
Upon social and educa'-, 
tional prob lems I apprehend that 
the opinions of women do not 
differ materially from those of 
men, and that they will divide 
at the polls in ab out the same 
proportion as men divide. 
The

The full effect of this reduction 
has not b een felt until recently on 
account of the World W ar which 
b roke out in 1914 and which so in­ 
terrupted shipping that Italian lem­ 
ons did not come to this country in 
sufficient quantity to demoralize our 
markets; b ut now that the war is 
ended, the exchange rate in Italian 
money has so depreciated that an 
American dollar will b uy ab out five 
times as many Italian lira as b efore 
the war, which means, of course, 
that, when the Italian sells a b ox 
of lemons in New York for $2.00 and 
converts it into Italian money, he 
has the equivalent of $10.00. 
Freight Items. 
The freight rate on Italian lem­ 
ons from Sicily to New York is forty 
cents per b ox, and from Sicily to 
British ports $1.05 per b ox; or 65c 
less to United States markets, which 
is an inducement to ship everything 
here that they can. 
Tho freight 
rate on California lemons to New 
York is $1.40 a b ox; or $1.00 more 
than the freight cost of laying down 
Italian lemons there. 
The present 
cost of producing lemons, f. o. b . 
cars, California, not including inter­ 
est on investment, b ut only includ­ 
ing lab or and material costs, exceeds 
$3.00 per b ox, to which add $1.40 
freight, and the cost of laying down 
a b ox of California lemons In New 
York City is $4.40, not including the 
cost of selling. 
Now what has happened during 
the past year under these ruinous 
and almost impossib le competitive 
conditions? 
There were b rought in 
from Sicily during the year ending 
June 30th, 1,532,730 b oxes of foreign 
lemons, or 120 per cent more than 
the previous year, which sold for 
$2.20 per b ox delivered in New York, 
or just one-half the actual cost of 
laying California

those same markets. 
Is it any won­ 
der that the California lemon crop 
has b een sold at an actual loss to 
the growers? 
Can't Meet Them. 
It must b e apparent to anyone who 
thinks, that California cannot meet, 
on the present competitive b asis, 
the product of Sicily. 
It requires 
ab out ten years of time and the ex­ 
penditure of $1,000 per acre in ad­ 
dition to investment in land and 
water, to b ring a lemon grove to the 
b earing state, and I sub mit to you

G. H. SCOTT AT L. A. 
GAS RATE HEARING 


On orders from the city conncil, 
City Attorney G. H. Scott yesterday 
attended a hearing b efore a memb er 
of the State Railroad commission in 
I>os Angeles on the application of 
the Southern Counties Gas company 
to increase its rates for industrial 
gas. The city is concerned in the 
m atter b y reason of its using gas 
under the b oilers at the municipal 
water 
plant. 
The 
present charge 
made b y the Southern Counties com­ 
pany to all users of gas for indus­ 
trial purposes is 20 cents per 1000 
cub ic feet. The company seeks to 
have the rate raised to 30 cents per 
1000 cub ic feet. 
City 
Attorney Scott cross-exam­ 
ined the engineer representing the 


Southern Counties company and ad­ 
vanced 
arguments 
sustaining 
his 
contention that the railroad commis­ 
sion should not allow the increase 
asked. 
The facts b rought out at the hear­ 
ing will b e reported to the commis­ 
sion as a whole, and a decision on 
the gas company’s application will 
follow in due course. 
The hearing b egan at 10 o’clock 
and ended shortly after noon. 
Arthur F. Bridge, rate engineer for 
the gas company, and F. S. Wade, 
superintendent, 
were 
among 
the 
company witnesses. Bridges stated 
that, the 
existing 
industrial rates 
were b ased on and limited b y the 
value of the service to the consum­ 
er and measured b y the cost of com­ 
petitive fuels. The rates were es­ 
tab lished July 3, 1918, since which 
time fuel oil and distillate had in­ 
creased 85 per cent. 
Testimony was introduced b y the 
company 
showing 
that 
increased 
rates were 
needed 
for b etterment 
and necessary extension of the sys­ 
tem.

MAIL AND BAGGAGE 
LOST IN SHIP FIRE 


CORK. Oct. 21.— The verdict ren­ 
dered today by the m ilitary court 
of inquiry into the death of M ichael 
F itzg erald, the first of the hung er 
strik ers to die in Cork jail, w as that 
“ deceased, of sound mind, deliber­ 
ately caused his own existen ce to 
end. and did feloniously kill him ­ 
se lf.” 
T he g overnor of the jail testified 
that Fitzg erald took 
no 
food for 
sixty-eig ht days. Dr. Pearson, one of 
the jail physicians, 
testified 
that 
death was due to the gradual cessa ­ 
tion of the vital functions caused by 
prolonged abstinence from all form s 
of nourishm ent. 
T he condition of the other hung er 
strik ers has becom e worse as the 
resu lt of depression caused by the 
death of Fitzg erald. 


SAN SALVADOR, Republic of Sal­ 
vador, Oct. 21—Capt M cKinnon, of 
the Pacific Mail steam ship Newport, 
notified the postoffice here that 363 
bags of letters and parcel post pack­ 
ag es from Europe and the U nited 
States were destroyed by fire aboard 
his vessel soon after it left San J uan 
del Sur, Nicarag ua, O ctober 16, for 
Corinto- 
When the N ew port arriv­ 
ed at Corinto the fire w as still burn­ 
ing. 
Most of the p assen g ers’ bag g ag e 
was burned, but there w as no loss of 
life.
